Harding nor Secretary of State Hughes 
can 
say anything 
without seem 


ing to disapprove the appointment o: 
one of their own ambassadors haf 
arisen. For tho speech of Ambassador 
Harvey in London wasn't submitted 
to the American government before it 
was made and the chances are that it 
would have been edited and certain 
phrases toned down if it had been 
cabled here 
for approval. As it is 


the administration is obliged publicly 
to stand by the speech and to give 
the impression that Ambassador Har 
vey hasn't said anything indiscreet. 


Nevertheless in his sweeping denun 


elation of the League of Nations and 
his sarcastic references to President 
Wilson's war utterances, Ambassador 
Harvey has admittedly gone farther 
than has either Mr. Harding or Mr. 
Hughes in stating- American foreign 
policy. President Harding 
in 
his 


speech to Congress said America nev- 
er would enter the present league. He 
never closed the door against modifi- 
cation of the provisions of the League 
so as to square with American de- 
sires. The Europeans have hoped that 
a commission might be appointed to 
consult with America and work out a 
program of changes satisfactory 
to 


the United States and thus bring 
America into the council of nations. 
But Ambassador Harvey has dashed 
aside such hopes with this statement: 


"There still seems to linger in the 


minds of many here the impression 
that in some way or other, by hook or 
by crook, unwittingly, surely, unwill- 
ingly. America may yet be beguiled 
into the League of Nations. It fol- 
lows then that the present govern- 
ment of the United States could not, 
without betrayal of its creators and 
masters, and will not, I can assure 
you, 
have anything whatsoever to do 


with the league or any commission or 
committee appointed by it or respon- 
sible to it directly or indirectly, open- 
ly or furtively." 


The big news of that paragraph— 


indeed the sensation which far sur- 
passes in significance the denuncia- 
tion of the League of Nations—is the 
knowledge that Ambassador Harvey 
publicly disapproves of the plan for a 
world court formulated by Elihu 
Root. . The world court plan called 
for the appointment of judges through 
the League of Nations, indeed the 
court has been created as a part of 
the League machinery 
and Elihu 


Root has said this seemed to him a 
wise idea, 


Everybody today was asking wheth- 


er Ambassador Harvey 
intended to 


make his repudiation of the league so 
wide-sweeping as to Include the court 
of international law which Mr. Root 
helped frame. It is a fact that Mr. 
Harvey did not hesitate privately 
heretofore to express his disapproval 
of the Root plan because it was tied 
np to the Lca.gue of Nations but not 
nntil today has the Harding adminis- 
tration directly or indirectly been in 
the position of repudiating the Root 
plan. Did Ambassador Harvey speak 
his own-views or those of the Wash- 
ington government? Friends of Am- 
bassador Harvey, especially those in 
the "irreconcilable" group, believe of 
course that he has only paraphrased 
President 
Harding's 
campaign 


speeches. While it may be indiscreet 
for a diplomatic representative of the 
United States to take issue with the 
speeches made by a preceding presi- 
dent of the United States in which 
America's war aims were proclaimed 
as unselfish and as based on human- 
itarian reasons, nevertheless it is true 
that Mr. Handing as a senator took 
the position that the war against Ger- 
many was not so far as the United 
States was concerned a war for "hu- 
manity" 
but a war 
in defense of 


American rights which had been vio- 
lated on the high seas. This was his 
view on the night lie voted for a dec- 
laration of war 
with Germany nnd 


his view in the last campaign. Am- 
bassador Harvey will not get into hot 
water for that. The embarrassment 
n rises from the fact that Ambassador 
Harvey has made a speech in a tone 
that rekindles here the fires of parti- 
sanship.

structed by Mr. Harding as a parting 
word that partisanship ended at. the 
coast line but then Ambassador Har- 
vey feels he is peculiarly well fitted 
for the task of spokesman 
of. the 


Harding administration. He lived at 
Marion many weeks last summer and 
wrote portions of the Harding cam- 
paign speeches. He k,nows the mind 
of his chief. The chances are that 
while he may have gone too far in 
expressing American 
foreign policy, 


he will not be rebuked for,it. 
The 


man who will really be more unhappy 
about it than anybody else will be 
Charles Evans Hughes, who has been

Madison — Children are required to 


continue in school until they pass the 
eighth grade or reach the age of 15 
years under the terms of a bill or- 
dered to engrossment in the assembly 
•Saturday. 


Fourteen is the age limit for com- 


pulsory school attendance under the 
existing law. 


Common slhools are also required to 


give part time education to children 
or 
establish 
vocational 
training 


schools, according to the bill which 
John Dahl, member from Rice Lake, 
is the author. This provision is for 
the purpose of allowing needy chil* 
dren to work part time and go to 
school part time. 


The .bill, if enacted, will cause a 


radical change in the common school 
courses. 


It does not apply to the rural 


schools. 


Because of the absence of a quorum 


the Sachtjen bill, raising the wage 
limit used as a basis for computing 
employers' liability insurance from 
$22.50 per week to $30 per week, was 
laid over until next Thursdaj'. 


This measure has been engrossed 


by the assembly and is up for final 
passage. The existing law gives in- 
jured workmen 65 per cent of their 
average weekly earnings but places a 
maximum at $22.50 baring employes 
from receiving more than $14.62 per 
week during disability.

Under present conditions firemen 


are given one day off every four, 
which means that one-fourth of the 19 
active firemen in the department are 
off duty every day, leaving only 14 to 
man the trucks. The two platoon sys-., 
tern does not mean doubling the num- 
ber of men in the department because 
the five men who are off every day will 
be part of the second platoon. 


A higher standard of efficiency will 


be possible under the two platoon sys- 
tem because the men will be more 
satisfied with their work and there will 
be less shifting of positions. Under 
the present system it is necessary to 
train three men for every position be- 
cause there is always the possibility of 
two men being off duty. For example 
when the regular driver of the hook 
and ladder truck is off duty for a day 
it is necessary to have a man to take 
his place and a third man must be in 
-readiness to drive while the second 
man is taking his meals or to act in 
case the second man is ill. This means 
that men are shifted from one piece 
of apparatus to another almost daily 
and consequently they are unable to 
became real specialists in any phase of 
the work. 
With the two platoon system in 


fnrce it will be necessary to train only 
two men in each platoon for a par- 
ticular job and they will remain at 
that work, insuring greater efficiency. 


The extra expense connected with 


two complete crews will not be as 
large as anticipated because it will not 
be necessary to double the number m 
the present department. Firemen are 
convinced that the greater efficiency 
resulting from more ideal working con- 
ditions will more than compensate the 
city for th« little extra expense en- 
tailed by the system.

ACUTE SORE THROAT 


The throat feels sore when a foreign body such 


as a fishbone ia lodged in it or when it has been 
burned by the accidental or intentional swallowing 
of :i corrosive or acid poison. But usually acute 
sore throat is caused by bacterial infection, not one 
specific species of bacterium but any one or & mixed 
infection of at least half & doxen different species, 
such as the PneumocooetM (» common cause of sore 
throat, tonsllitis. quinsy, acute corysa, bronchitis, 
pneumonia, plettrioy, eadocartltis (heart Utj&g in- 
flammation), and sometime* appendicitis or peri- 
tonitis: various «ti»inB of Streptococcus (this may 
come from milk when there is some inflammation 
of the cow's udder, and is the usual cause of severe 
••septic" sore throat occurring In epidemics 'among 
the patrons of a given dairy or users of the milk 
from tho affected cow); various Staphylococcl, Ml- 
crococci, Diphlococci. and Just Cocci, names calcu- 
lated to make any one cock-eyed. 


Sore throat infection IB spread in the same way 


that all the other respiratory infections are spread— 
•spray or droplet infection chiefly, and in some cases 
by direct contact. To avoid the infection, one must 
keep outside the five-foot barrage. Anybody seen 
wearing a red (white, green, pink or blue) rag around 
the throat ia certainly a source of danger to all who 
approach closer than five feet. If acute sore throat 


"" " the crime of carrying the

enough; but if you will mind the bacteral cause you 
will remember that Brown's sore throat is likely to 
become Smith's pleurisy or pneumonia or Jone's ap- 
pendicitis or sinusitis. A sore throat is a great po- 
tentiality. I hope that is not the reason why some 
old fogy doctor and politically efficient health of- 
ficers still support the popular fallacy that a "sim- 
ple" sore throat, like a "simple" coryza, is of no 
importance. 
One generous swabbing of the'side walls or the 


throat and the surfaces of the tonsils with tincture 
of iodine and glycerin, equal parts, at the first feel- 
ing of soreness, is perhaps the best medicinal treat- 
ment. To do this it is necessary to use a spoon or 
other object as a tongue depresser, pressing firmly, 
not timidly, downward on the tongue; then quickly 
but not roughly paint or swab one side, then the 
other, with the glycerin-iodine. For this purpose 
a narrow stick or wire the length of a lead pencil 
is to be wrapped at one end with a wisp of absor- 
bent cotton which Is well wet with the- solution, but 
not dripping. Better, in most cases, than this io- 
dine-glycerin mixture is a careful painting with a 
moderately strong silver nitrate solution, but this 
should be done by a physician; it seems that silver 
nitrate painting at the very first feeling of soreness 
often aborts or wards off a. severe infection, even 
quinsy. 
As a gargle and mouthwash, I am sure that no 


known medicine has airy advantages over a solution 
of as much boric acid as a pint of boiled water will 
take up. used hot, every hour.

A nation is developed mentally by 


its artists and thinkers, just as it is 
developed physically by its capitalists 
and 
engineers. History 
seems to 


show that the artists and thinkers ex- 
ert the really decisive influence upon 
a nation's destiny. Certain it is that 
the art and thought are all that re- 
main 
of us of the 
ancient civiliza- 


tions. 
It is harder to see how art 


and thought have affected our own 
history, for we have had very little of 
either, 
yet any one can 
recognize 


how the work of Emerson has molded 
American 
idealism, 
how 
"Uncle 


Tom's Cabin" helped to bring about 
the groat national crisis, bow Mark 
Twain's "Innocents Abroad" taught 
us a new and more independent atti- 
tude toward Europe.

A National Art Center 


The remedy that Mr. Pennell pro- 


poses for this situation is the estab- 
lishment of a National Department of 
Fine Arts. It would not be an innov- 
ation in governmental method. Amer- 
ica, 
he says, is the only civilized 


country in the world in which gov- 
ernment does nothing to promote art. 


He says further that the nuqjeus 


of such a department exists in our 
Fine Arts Commission, a body which 
has done remarkably good work with 
small powers and funds. Mr. Fennel 
would have this body given jurisdic 
tion over a great American gallery 
of 
art 
in connection with which 


would 
be conducted a government 


school of art. 
The most promising 


students in this school would be sent 
to Europe to complete their educa- 
tions and would then repay the Gov- 
ernment by becoming instructors in 
the school' for a period of years. In 
this way American talent would be 
developed, and 
would be given in- 


ducements to stav in America. Fur- 
thermore, 
the exhibitions, and lec- 


tures in the gallery 
would lay the 


foundations of a sound artistic taste 
in America. It would be a great edu- 
cational institution for the general 
public as well as for the students of 
art. 


Above all. says Mr. Pennell, this 


gallery and art school would be a 
great advertisement 
for the United 


States in general, and for the Capital 
City in particular. 
It 
would be a 


"live" gallery, open to all the art of 
the world. 
Great European artists 


would come here to exhibit and to sell 
their pictures to rich Americans. The 
whole art world would flock to Wash- 
ington at certain times, as it now 
flocks to London and 
Paris. 
The 


world of intellect and taste would be- 
come 
aware 
of 
America. 
Distin- 


guished visitors, with all that they 
bring in the way of wealth and oppor- 
tunity, would be attracted to the Cap- 
ital of the United States. Washing- 
ton might then begin to take its place 
among the real capitalists of civiliza- 
tion, which are world centers of in- 
tellectual and social life. 


That such a. center of intellectual 


and social life is one thing this coun- 
try sadly lacks was pointed out 'by 
John Galsworthy, the famous British 
novelist, who recently visited Ameri- 
ca. 
It. is interesting to note that, 


jusl as Mr. Pennell emphasizes the 
need for making Washington a,n art 
center, Mr. Galsworthy believes that 
it must become the literary capital of 
America. 


"I can conceive of no possible lit- 


erary 
center 
for America,, except 


Washnigton," he writes. "Any other 
important town would be jealously 
renounced by all the other important 
towns." 


The same is true of Washington as 


an art center. The whole country 
could take pride in it. 


Since George 'Washington's time, 


a physically beautiful city has been 
created here out of a mud flat. Per- 
haps the task of the coming genera- 
tions is to create an intellectual cap- 
ital for America out of an intellectu- 


bloody ' al void.

The State Highway Commission 
Do you know that the United States 


Census places no value upon our high- 
ways? Indeed, until recently the peo- 
ple themselves placed but little value 
upon them. So long- as the ox. a.nd 
the horse drew the heavy wa$on with 
its heavier load along the highway, 
little attention waa given to road 
building. With the growth of popula- 
tion and the coming of the buggy the 
roads received more attention—the in- 
mature boys and the old men devoted 
their time and some of their energy 
to "working out the road tax". The 
delays due to bad roads and the loss 
occasioned by unwise repairs was an 
expense sufficient 
to have produced 


first rate highways. The people paid 
for good roads 
but did not 
have 


them. 
Some maintain that the recent -in- 


terest in highway improvement must 
be attributed 
to the "joy rider." If 


so, he has been quite worth while. 
The automobile has been the principal 
influence, it is true, whether used for 
pleasure or business. 


The'movement for bettftr highways 


is nation wide. Wisconsin is typical 
of many of the leading states of the 
Union. The original which was adopted 
shortly after the crisis of 1837 made it 
impossible for'the state .to contract 
any debts for internal improvements. 
But in 1908 an amendment made it 


BSible to use state funds for the 


construction 
and 
improvement of 


public highways. A few years .later, 
in 1912. a law was enacted providing 
for «. state «yst«m of highways. This 
was but a. beginning, yet the piece- 
m«al improvement* made throughout 
the state during the five years which 
followed made the people acquainted 
with th« possibilities of good roads. 
While such work served a good pur- 
pose, it came to be appreciated that 
continuous improved highways were 
necessary for the development of the 
state. 
* 
x 


At this time the Federal Aid TAW 


was passed providing the sum of *T5,- 
000.000 to b« divided among the states 
and used 
in 
the construction of 


post roads. Of tho amount $26,000,000 
was to be apportioned 
among the 


states in proportion to the area, 125,- 
000,000 in proportion 
to the popula- 


tion and $25,000.000 in proportion to 
the mileage of rural post roads. The 
expenditures are distributed over a 
period of five years, from 191« to 1921. 
In order to receive federal aid, a state 
is obliged to provide an amount al- 
lotted to It by the federal government. 
It must also have a state highway 
department. 
By the law of 1812 and the revised 


law of 1917 the State Highway Com- 
mission, together with a special legis- 
lative commute* of five members, was 
empowered to lay out a system of 
state trunk highways. This commis- 
sion consists of five member* with a 
•taU highway engineer and a bridge 
engineer. A very complete system of 
state trunk highways connecting 
«11 


t.h« country seats together with the 
other rttles of the state possessing a 
population of 5,400 or m«r«, bM b««n 


laid out. When constructed this sys- 
tem will provide a perfect net work of 
good roads covering the entire state. 
The work is carried on under the di- 
rection of the State Highway Com- 
mission assisted by the county high- 
way commissioner 
of each county 


where thei-oad is being built. The ma- 
terial used and the manner of con- 
struction have been very carefully de- 
termined with a view to economy, 
efficiency and durability. 


The state legislature has met the re- 


quirements of the Federal 1/aw and 
has made an appropriation fully equal 
to the amount allotted to the state by 
the federal government. The a.mount 
contributed by the federal and state 
governments is divided among the 
counties, one-third in proportion to 
the total road mileage, one-third in 
proportion to valuation and one-third 
in proportion to area. The county is 
required to contribute an amount 
equal to one-half the amount provided 
by the state and federal governments. 
By such a distribution of the expense 
the county, the state and the federal 
government ea£h contribute one-third 
of the cost. The carrying out of the 
state program for the construction 
and maintenance of trunk roade was 
made financially possible by raising 
the license fee on automobiles. No 
general tax was necessary. 


Once constructed, 
the systematic 


maintenance of the trunk roads im the 
duty of the oonnty. A portion of the 
funds for the maintenance is provided 
by the state^Trhich ma.kea is possible 
for the State Highway Commission to 
retain effective control of the work. 
Tho highway system is divided into 
patrol sections, averaging approxi- 
mately ten wiles in length. Each is 
in charge of a patrolman 
equipped 


with a team and wagon, a road grader, 
a road planer, a drag, a plow and 
other tools necessry for road work. 
It is his duty to devote his entire 
time to inspecting, repairing and im- 
proving his section of the road. Since 
often the patrolman is 
unable to 


maintain the road in proper condition 
all counties have gangs of ra*d work- 
ers equipped with the neces«ary tools 
and machinery that make efficient 
road repairing possible at a moderate 
cost. 


The trunk lines needed seme desig- 


nation which would make It e*«y for 
travelers to follow them. After much 
study and thought the idea of num- 
bering them was originated. 
The 


numbers are so conspicuous and so 
continuous that the traveler fln«J« no 
difficulty in understanding directions 
and following any trunk line. The 
plan has proven very satisfactory. 


Our state system of road building 


is a great work well begun and we 
all join the Commission in the hope 
that it will not be long before any 
citizen with no more than two days 
easy and comfortable driving can 
reach the most attractive as well as 
the most remote part of the state.^

People Were Fighting 


H.C.L. 7,6*00 Years Ago 


Roman Ruler Had to Fix Prices 


to Stop Profiteering and 


Withholding. 


People in Appleton talk aooTlt the 


good old days^ when prlcesH^era low, 
and the dollar would corral many art,i- 
cles of food ot clothing before it final- 
ly was surrendered into the merchant's 
cash register. They wish for the old 
days, when they didn't have to combat 
the high cost of living. 


Those who are weary of the fighf 


might be interested to know that the 
inhabitants of ancient Rome faced this 
same problem 1,600 veal's ago. There 
was so much extortion and proflteer- 
ing going on that Diocletian, the Ro- 
man ruler, had to establish maximum 
price ^sts beyond which no merchant 
could'go unless he put his life in peril. 


This interesting fact was discovered 


by Hugh G. Corbett, managing secre- 
tary of the chamber of commerce, who 
happened to be reading Abbott's "The 
Common People of Ancient Rome." Ho 
came across the chapter dealing with 
prices and profits and was amused to 
find that conditions of the early times 
paralleled those of today, 


A proclamation drawn up by Diocle- 


tian, translated from ancient tablets, 
would sound like a newspaper editorial 
condemning the cold storage plant or 
the beef trust The document reads in 
part: 


"Who is of so Ardened a heart and 


so untouched by a feeling for human- 
ity that he can be unaware, nay that 
he has not noticed that in the sale of 
wares which are exchanged in the mar- 
ket, or dealt with in the daily business 
of the cities, an exorbitant tendency in 
prices has spread to such an extent 
that the unbridled desire of plundering 
is held in check neither by abundance 
nor by seasons of plenty." 


In the conclusion of the document, 


he says: "It is our pleasure, therefore, 
that those prices which the subjoined 
written summary specifies, be held in 
observance throughout all our domain, 
that all may know that license to go 
above the same has been cut off. 
It is 


our pleasure (also that if any man 
shall have boldly come into conflict 
with this formal statute, he shall put 
his life in peril. In' the same peril 
also shall he be placed who, drawn by 
avarice in his desire to buy, shall have 
conspired against those statutes. Nor 
shall he be esteemed innocent of same 
crime, who. having articles necessary 
for daily life and use, shall have de- 
cided hereafter that they can be held i 
back, since the punishment ought to be 
even heavier for him who causes need 
than for him who violates the laws."

Beer was 1% to I 
cents a quart and wine 22% cents a 
quart.

cents; beef, 4.9 cents; pig liver, 9.S 
cents; ham, 12 cents; goose, 87 cents 
lamb, 7.3 cents.
